Roses planted last week of May, gave four 
good hoeings, mulched them second week in June. Result: (I began to laugh) Roses commenced to bloom June 20th, in- 
creasing every day, until during July, August and September, literally thousands of Roses were cut. One woman said: 
“Why, you can cut a wagon load today.’”” On October 10th these small bushes of only a few inches high had grown to be 
large branching plants two to three feet in height, and, after several frosts at this time, are loaded with bloom, and what 
buds and flowers, so large and beautiful. This result can be obtained by anyone, if they will do four things: Plant G. & 
R. quality Roses, cultivate, mulch and water as directed. It isn’t luck; it’s just doing the right thing with the right Rose.
